The Spirit of St. Louis was first 
sighted over the flying field at 2:30. 
President Calles and Am erican Am­ 
bassador Dwight \Y. Morrow 
were 
waiting in the presidential 
box 
on 
t«*|k of an airplane hanger. 
Not all of tin* 25,000* enthusiastic 
Mexicans and Americans 
who had 
waited tor Lindbergh and his plane 
throughout« tin* morning remained at 
the field but those who did made up 
in tin* voeiferousness of their wel­ 
come for all who hud gone, discour- 
nged nnd nnxious 
to get 
to their 
homes. 


It was the climax of an exciting 
seven months during which 
a slim 
American, hardly more than a hoy, 
hud mode aviation history. 
Since his departure from Califor- 
nia in his then little-known plane, 
Lindbergh had traversed the Ameri­ 
can continent; flown tin* Atlanta*, to 
Puris nnd London; taken his plane 
on a tour of the United States that 
included every state and linked tin* 
I nited States and Mexico in the first 
non-stop flight between tin* respec­ 
tive capitals. 
Anioriea’s aerial ambassador had 
eonie victorious from 
what 
many 
had come to fear was certain dis­ 
aster. 


Col. Lindbergh’s unofficial 
Hying 
time from Washington to 
Mexico 
City was 27 hours, 13 minutes. 
Unconfirmed reports of his pro­ 
gress had been reported throughout 
the morning, but 
nothing 
definite 
came. 
Planes had . gone out from 
here 
and Tampico to seek him. 


The Spirit of St. Louis flashed in­ 
to sight across the horizon 
when 
the most optimistic were beginning 
to abandon hope for its safety. 
The plane circled the field length­ 
ily. It was evident that he was tak­ 
ing no chance of landing 
anywhere 


but at the spot In* picked as best. 
The surging 
crowd, 
hysterical 
with enthusiasm, broke toward him 
and isolated his plane in the center 
of a throng of 
worshippers 
who 
threatened to overwhelm him. 
Lindbergh sat in tin* cockpit, plac­ 
idly awaiting arrival of the soldiers 
and police, lie stuck his head from 
a side window and responded with a 
smile to tin* frenzied shouts of 
his 
admirers. 
The scene was that of Lindbergh's 
former triumphs— Paris, towns 
in 
48 s t a t e s where he had been royally 
received. But this time there 
was 
the added excitement because of tin* 
fear that had been felt for him. 
lie arrived 3!) minutes 
behind 
what In* had estimated as the out­ 
side time for his arrive!. 
As Lindbergh landed

on tin* field, thousands of tin* people

The opening session of the annual 
Rush County Farm Bureau conven­ 
tion, which began in the court house 
assembly room this morning, 
was 
devoted to reports of 
officers 
and 
committees, 
tlu* 
annual report 
ot 
the county agricultural agenc, H. 1). 
YanM atre, and the address of the 
president W alter Bitner, 
who 
re­ 
viewed tlu* activities 
of the year 
ami made a plea for continuation of 
the farm bureau policy leading to­ 
ward the goal of “ an enduring and 
wholesome country life.” 
This afternoon the removal of the 
debt 
o f the Rush 
Service 
Bureau 
was celebrated by burning the notes, 
with a total value o f $20,400, which 
were signed by 217 farmers through­ 
out the county when tlu* bureau was 
organized February fi, 1924. 
The report of tlu* Rush 
Service 
Bureau made 
by 
C. N. 
Winship, 
president, showed that tlu* bureau 
had made a t o t a l profit of $40,902.- 
52 in a little less than four years. 
The sum of 623,472.23 has been re­ 
bated, the report stated, and in ad­ 
dition the bureau lias made 
a net 
profit of $17,490.29, which is repre­ 
sented 
by 
buildings. 
equipment, 
stock and cash on hands. 
Other officers of the bureau are 
W hiter Bitner, 
vice-president 
and 
Fred Bell, manager and 
treasurer, 
and these three, together with H a r ­ 
ry McMillin and M. O. Sefton, form 
the 
board of directors. 
Mr. 
Bell 
led in the discussion of the bureau’s 
affairs this afternoon. 
“ Practically all 
wealth 
in this 
country has conn* from the earth,” 
Pres. Bitner said in his annual ad­ 
dress. 


“ A few generations ago our gov­ 
ernment gave to the various groups 
of people 
the 
natural 
resources 
fomr which our 
great 
weath has 
spring. The coal mines, 
phosphate 
fields, gold and silver mines copper 
and iron ore dep »sits, as well as the 
farm lands, were practically given 
to our forefathers. 
“ The production and sale of these 
great natural resources have .made 
the United States tin* richest coun­ 
try in the world. 
“ The various groups, except fa r ­ 
mers, have found it to their mutual 
advantage to organize; not only to 
produce their products but to m ar­ 
ket them as well; to ask for— and 
get special legislation, that 
would 
be beneficial to them in their busi­ 
ness. 
“ W e farmers did not follow the 
other groups in organization selling 
of our products or in asking 
for 
special legislation for our benefit. 
“ Because we did 
not 
do 
these 
things, other 
people went into the 
business of handling farm commodi­ 
ties to make a profit for themselves. 
“ W e farm ers have permitted tlu* 
organized group to profit 
by 
our 
ijiistakes in not handling 
our 
own 
business. 


“ Nine years 
ago, 
earnest 
and 
thoughful men and women from the 
farm s brought 
into 
being 
a new 
movement, dedicated to the purpose 
of promoting the welfare or the ag­ 
ricultural industry and of the farm 
homes. 
“ Today, we are here to look back 
over the trial by which we have pro­ 
gressed to review our mistakes and 
our successes, and 
to 
plan 
our 
course for the greater 
accomplish­ 
ments of the future. 


“ W e upon whom you have placed 
the temporary responsibility of ser­ 


vice and 
leadership are given this 
opportunity to make an annual ae- 
eonnty of our stewardship. 
“ The obligations and responsibili­ 
ties of the work of organized ag ri­ 
culture do not rest upon the officers 


alone. W e are your servants. The 


success and the usefulness of 
an 
organization depend no more Uoon 
these you select to serve von, than 
upon you 
who 
provide the 
heart 
and soul of these great 
organized 
bodies.

ju ry t h i s afternoon. Apparently l i t ­ 


tle the worse tor alleged “ inhuman 
treatm ent” which he claims In* has 
received from prison officials 
and 
guards at the Michigan C ity prison, 
where he 
is serving a life sentence 
for murder. 
“ Steve” walked into the 
grand 
jury room at 12:45 p. m. He 
was 
dressed in a natty blue suit, 
black; 
hat and tit* and a gray overcoat; his 
face was plump; his complexion ro­ 
sy, and he seemed to he in as good 
health 
when, a few years ago, he 
boasted that he was “ t h e law 
of 
Indiana.” 


Stephenson was brought from the 
state prison early today after W a r­ 
den W alter 11. Daly had received a 
hurry call from Indianapolis to send 
his prisoner here at the earliest pos­ 
sible moment. The trip was made in 
prison automobile, tlu* former grand 
dragon being acco m p a^ d by three 
heavily armed guards. 


The jury, it is understood, decid­ 
ed to call Stephenson to give 
him 
another opportunity to “ tell 
a ll” 
about political 
corruption in 
In ­ 
diana, and to detail 
information 
which he h*s indicated lately 
he 
has not previously imparted. 
Ilisl declaration thati he 
could 
tell more was contained in a 
plea 
for a temporary pa roe tiled a 
few 
days ago in Laporte superior court 
bv his attorney, Robert 11. Moore. 
The plea declared Stephenson 
was 
being kept in fear of reprisal 
by 
prison officials and that his health 
was being broken by the “ harsh and

dent has been established by the ac- I 
tion ot the senate in refusing to a<l- I 
minister the oath, this autoiuatieally I 
barring these two senators irom tin* 
upper chamber. The situation 
was | 
made ridiculous, as well as danger- I 
ou>, when the same august body at- ' 
ter emphatically deciding that 
the 
men were not entitled to seats, then ! 
just as solemnly referred the eases 
ior trial and consideration 
to 
a 
senate committee. 
In plain words, the senate 
first 
found the men guilty and then pro­ 
vided tor their trial. This is an un­ 
fortunate precedent. II 
continued, ; 
it makes possible a situation 
by j 
which a group of senators by refus­ 
ing to allow new 
members— whom 
they do not like—lo take their seats, I 
could, in the end (if this were car­ 
ried to its logical conclusion) direct 
and control tin1 membership of that 
body. The right of a state to

its representatives has been thrown 
out the window, 
and a 
sovereign 
state from now on could be justly

ment money, and each year addition­ 
al mileage is being added so that in

The number of motor vehicles con­ 
tinues to increase annually ¿it an ap­ 
proximately constant rate. The reg­ 
istration of machines this year was

that good roads in every shite are 
now being demanded as a necessity,

The opening session of the annual 


Rush County Farm Bureau conven- 
tion, which 'began in the court house 
assembly room this morning, 
was 


devoted'to reports of 
officers and 


committees, the annual report of 
the county agricultural ageni, H. D. 
VanMatre, and the address of the 
president Walter Bitner, 
who re- 


'viewed the activities 
o£ the year 


and made a plea for continuation of 
the farm bureau policy leading to- 
ward the goal of "an enduring and 
wholesome country life." 


This afternoon the removal of the 


debt of the Rush iService Bureau 
was celebrated by burning the notes, 
with a total value of $20,400, which 
were signed by 217 farmers through- 
out the fount}- -when the ibureati was 
organized February 6, 1924. 


The report of the Rush Service 


Bureau made by C. N. Winship,. 
president, showed that the bureau 
had made a total profit of $40,962.- 
52 in a little less than four years. 
The sum of 623,472.23 has 'been re- 
bated, the report stated, and in- ad- 
dition the jbureau has made a net 
profit of $17,490.29, which,', is repre- 
sented 
by buildings, 
equipment, 


stock and cash on hands. 


Other officers of the 'bureau are 


Wilter Bitner, vice-president and 
Fred Bell, manager, and treasurer, 
and these three, together with Har- 
ry McMillin and M. O. Sefton, form 
the 
board of directors. Mr. Bell 


led in the discussion of the bureau's 
affairs this afternoon. 


"Practically all wealth in this 


country has come from the earthy" 
.Pres. Bitner said in his annual ad- 
dress. 


"A few generations ago our gov- 


ernment gave to the various groups 
of people 
the natural resources 


fomr which our great weath has 
spring. The coal mines, phosphate 
fields, gold and silver mines copper 
and iron ore deposits, as well as the 
farm lands, were practically given 
to our forefathers. 


"The production and sale of these 


great natural.resources have .made 
the United States the richest conn- 
try in the world. 


"The various groups, except far- 


mers, have found it to their 'mutual 
advantage to organize; not only to 
produce their products .but to mar- 
ket them as well; to ask for—and 
get special legislation, that would 
he ibeueficial to them in their busi- 
ness. 


"We farmers did not follow the 


other groups in organization selling 
of our products or in asking 
for 


special legislation for our benefit. 


"Because we did not do these 


things, other people went into the 
business of handling farm commodi- 
ties to make a profit for themselves. 


"We farmers have permitted the 


organized group to profit iby our 
jnistakes in not handling our 
own 


business. 


"Nine years ago, earnest and 


thoughfiil men and women from the 
farms brought into being 
a new 


movement, dedicated to the. purpose 
of promoting the welfare or the ag- 
ricultural industry and,of the farm 
homes. 


"Today, we are here to look back 


over the trial by which we have pro- 
gressed to review our mistakes and 
our successes, and -to plan our 
course for the greater accomplish- 
ments 9f the future. 


"We upon whom you have placed 


the temporary responsibility of ser- 
vice and leadership are given this 
opportunity to make an .annual ac- 
connty of our stewardship. > 


"The obligations and responsibili- 


ties of the work of organized agri- 
culture do not rest upon the officers^ 
alone. We 'are your servants. The 
sneeess and the usefulness of an 
organization depend no more noon 
these you select to serve you, than 
upon yon wjio provide the heart 
and soul of these great organized 
'bodies. ' . . . . "

effort to compete with each 
other 


in highway construction. 


The largest disbursements during 


th'e year, by Federal aid, were made 
to Missouri, New York and Texas. 
To each of these states, the govern- 
ment paid more than 
$4,000,000. 


Pennsylvania received 
more than 


$3,000,000, and all other states less 
than that sum. 


In this day of motor travel, track- 


ing and transportation, is a big 
thing, and there is little doubt but 
what the money spent on roads ben- 
efits the greater majority of people. 


The United States government, in 


offering financial aid, is making pos- 
sible many stretches of good high-
